Spring Outlines 
Chaffey Ideals, 


Calls For Unity 


The new Chaffey board of trus- 
tees delayed committing itself on 
;any definite policy last night, 
pending reports from department 
heads at the high school on how 
present Chaffey policy is being 
earried out. : 

Following a report by Gardiner 
W. Spring, Chaffey superinten- 
| dent, Lowell Bartlett, newly-elect- 
'ed vice-president, after a long dis- 
| cussion, moved that departmental 
| reports be made so that the board 
;can determine “what they (de- 
| partments) actually are doing and 
what they are striving to do.” 

Mr. Bartlett said that he felt 
the board ought to re-examine the 
policy and see how it is being car- 
ried out. He asked for comparison 
of Chaffey objectives and purposes 
to that of other leading high 
schools in the state and possibly 
the nation. 

“We must not shut our eyes to 
| the progress of the times,” he said 
and added that some survey be 
made as to what is being done for 
“minority students.” Expressing 
j himself in favor of the general 
philosophy at Chaffey, he. declar- 
|'ed that he wanted to find out ‘for 
| his own information just how ef- 
tectively it was being carried out.

Increases From 15 to 165 Per Cent 
Rent Boosts Reported In Hotels 


(By the Associated *Press) 


Permanent residents in many 
hotels throughout the nation have 
received notices their rents are to 
be increased — ranging upward 
from 15 per cent. 

Although a boost of 15 per cent 
was the most frequently reported 
as the hotels were freed from con- 
trols under the new Federal rent 
law there were instances of rent 
increases aS much as from 25 to 
165 per cent. 

There also were reported isolate 
ed cases of éxtreme hikes—of 300 
percent for a resident of a Denver
